It's an activity that she, along with Mattapoisett 
Librarian Sue Pizzolato and me, engaged in on April 21, 
a Saturday morning, as a way of indulging in a month 
dedicated to poetry.

I must need him and the trees 
I was walking under, a dozen apples 
each came tumbling at my desire, 
the provocation left me, 
a violent shower of hail 
struck the

Pizzolato, 

like Flynn, is a poet in 
her own right. She is 
particularly skilled at 
seeking out the right 
words to stitch together 
the fabric of a feeling, 
a response revealed 
beneath the veil of 
another something 
entirely different 
conveyed by someone 
entirely different.

distilling down a diluted page of paragraphs until all that 
remains are potent pinches of white space surrounding 
the allowed articulation, a divine dissection, poetic 
inception. 

"People are discovering this little playful way 
they can react to words and with no pressure, create 
poems," said Pizzolato. 

The art of tearing out pages of text and extracting 
meaningful words and phrases is called "blackout poetry" 
or "erasure." Guided by both instinct and intent, even 
an instructional manual on how to kayak can yield a 
poignancy that reveals an inner spark of the blackout 
poet's pathos or creative ethos. 

Flynn and Pizzolato set up a blackout poetry lab 
for guests to experiment with the art of found poetry, but 
as the time passed three women - and only three women - 
found themselves staying well past the allotted time, lost 
in the realm between black and white.

I never thought my next story idea would appear 
inside of a library bathroom. 

Of all the places in the Universe, it's a pretty 
random place to find inspiration. I was only there for a 
tissue, a quick hand-washing, and a one-second glance in 
the mirror, but in the middle of all that while wiping my 
hands the tiny laminated sign above the toilet caught my 
eye. 

"If your child is troubled by the automatic flush, 
please see the circulation desk for a simple solution." 

Nothing was ever simple during the years my son 
was young. Those routine events that scaffold our every 
day - meals, outings, trips to the toilet - lucky are those 
who take for granted the ease and casual nature of these 
bits and bobs of life. 

That little sign above the toilet took me back 
to a period in life I used to pray was only temporary, 
way back to a time when entering a bathroom with my 
young Autistic son - public bathrooms especially - was a 
complicated, chaotic cluster you-know-what that called 
for a steely spine, required vigilant observation of other 
people entering and leaving, the patience to wait for the 
right timing, and a prayer that nobody would hear the 
screaming and be concerned enough to call the cops. That 
and the utter urgency of a bladder full enough to make the 
dash into that realm of the scary and unpredictable assault

on the senses to face my son's principal antagonist: the 
public toilet. 

I now pause for a moment and ask ... What are 
the things in life that most frighten you? What gets your 
heart pounding and buckles your knees beneath you? 
What makes you change your mind and turn back? 

If it's bugs, then you probably skip the picnics 
and eat indoors. If it's sharks, you stay close to shore. If 
you're afraid of heights, you stay off of ladders. These 
particular solutions really are simple. And if you ever 
must do any of these things, you put yourself in those 
environments and risk exposure and when it's over 
you make a mental note to limit the frequency of that 
particular experience in the future. If you happen to be 
afraid of the excessively loud swirl-suck, horrific hyper¬ 
flush, surge-spastic swooshing monster that is the public 
toilet, then you're out of luck. Completely avoiding this 
inevitability of contemporary human existence is rare. 

I bet you never thought about the toilet flush as 
existential before. But the struggle and the horror is (sur) 
real. When you think bathroom, you're supposed to think 
ka-ka, not Kafka.

With autism comes a complicated set of sensory 
integration dysfunction, where sometimes fluorescent 
lights are as blinding as the sun, or perhaps senses are 
jumbled and colors can be tasted, or any variation of the 
senses. For my boy, he can hear a bee buzzing seconds 
before it even comes close enough to be seen. If he would 
see a dog, he would immediately cover his ears because 
of the barking and the unpredictable nature of the sudden 
noises. Now imagine standing or sitting - or squatting 
- inside the stall of a public bathroom. Footsteps, the 
sounds of tearing off paper towels, and locks being slid 
shut and open echoing throughout with random screams 
of automated hand dryers off and on ... and then the 
seemingly random explosive noise of the flushing toilets 
from other stalls blasting out like dynamite bouncing off 
canyon walls sending the blasts back and forth and all 
around again as you sit helpless in an enclosed space with 
no immediate escape possible. 

That's the Kafkaesque nature of the public 
bathroom to the Autistic child. Couple that with the 
limited understanding of what exactly happens when you 
flush the toilet, where it goes, and whether it's powerful 
enough to suck you in, and you have a dark anxiety- 
ridden short story straight out of Franz Kafka's tormented 
mind. 

But the torment was simply unavoidable, and 
I - the tormentor - had to drag the poor boy with me into 
public toilets all over the place out of absolute necessity, 
and it killed me every time.

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The boy's father lives in Canada, and so every 
now and then we would have to make the drive up there 
for a visit. I believe I've stopped at every single rest stop 
between Bridgewater and Ottawa, Ontario looking for the 
least traumatic bathroom ambience, but only ever finding 
'least traumatic,' never 'non-traumatic.' But the boy was 
just a wee lad and he couldn't be left alone in the car; it 
just wasn't safe. Eight and a half hours of driving - even 
if two of those hours were without seatbelt in order to 
mitigate bladder pressure - still calls for at least one pit- 
stop. 

If I was lucky, the entire bathroom would be 
empty. We avoided those 'visitor welcome center' rest 
stops intentionally. But whether there were others in 
there or not, there was always screaming. I remember 
one time when the boy was five. Man, I just had to go. 
There was no alternative. The rapid walk leading up to 
the door was an uninhibited screaming and flail-a-thon 
as I tried to hold onto him gently and reassure him it 
would be a fast trip in, which turned into begging for 
him to please just come and hold his hands over his ears 
until it was over. My preferred stop had one of those 
separate family bathrooms with only one toilet in it, and 
he would stand there, his ears covered desperately with 
his small hands, his face mangled in fear, trembling as he 
coped with the surging adrenaline in his bloodstream. 

I would relieve myself with a velocity that could rival 
any racehorse, and we would rush out of there before 
that automatic flush had the chance to say anything. A 
quick stop at the vending machine would usually smooth 
over the experience like a cartoon character Band-Aid 
would soothe a skinned knee, and soon we'd be on the 
road again with the accompanying aromatherapy of a 
Christmas stocking stuffer mini bottle of hand sanitizer - 
for there was never any time to use the sink. 

When we went to Disney World, to our horror, 
every single toilet in the park was an automatic flush. 

With manual public toilet flushes at least there was some 
small degree of control; automatic flushes had a way 
of going off whenever they felt like it, literally. If they 
thought you had gotten up, even if you hadn't, they 
would go off. I really think the person who invented those 
things really was a shameless sadist more interested in 
scaring the crap out of people (no pun intended) rather 
than simply attempting to save humanity from toilet 
germs. 

Disney's visitor services office had no real 
alternative either, except a sheet of Disney World stickers 
that we could stick onto the sensor. If Pavlov's dog was 
conditioned to adapt to punitive reinforcement and you 
rang a bell and held out a bone instead of a baseball bat 
to the face, chances are the poor little dog would still run

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away and hide. 

It just didn't work that way. 

But the only option was to either leave - a 
non-option - or use the 'family' restroom and employ 
the sticker and the promise of an immediate treat post¬ 
trauma. 

It did the trick, of course - sort of - but it wasn't 
perfect. It required consistent positive outcomes and loads 
of trust - more trust than one should have to invest in a 
caretaker. 

What finally ended up lessening the degree of the 
fear was gentle indirect conditioning. We started watching 
public toilets flushing on YouTube. (Yes, people actually 
video record toilets flushing and post it to YouTube. You 
can find anything on YouTube - both a positive and a 
negative fact for humankind.) We would turn it up loud, 
or I would randomly play it during the day, only startling 
him slightly but reinforcing the gradual desensitization. 
We added a goal to his occupational therapy plan at the 
therapy center, and soon the boy was enjoying the thrill 
and anticipation of the loud, scary flush that he himself 
could control. 

Today I'm confident that it's as close to pain-free 
as possible for him to go into a public restroom without 
any permanent damage. And all those times I dragged 
him in there, God forgive me please, while traumatic 
and seemingly cruel at the time, have left no obvious 
scars. And thankfully, no one ever called the cops on 
me thinking I was torturing or trying to kidnap the boy.

Those 
flushes are loud! And sometimes I'm shocked and flinch 
at how loud some automatic hand dryers are to someone 
without audio hypersensitivity. 

Oh, and that simple solution at the library? It's a 
Post-It note over the sensor. And why didn't I ever think 
of that before? 

If only there were more little laminated signs 
along the way to tell us what to do, offer us simple 
solutions to mitigate the scary, to flush away the fear and 
make the world an okay place for our kids. 

And P.S., Mattapoisett Library - on behalf of all 
Autistic children, adults, and their parents, thank you. 

You have no idea how huge that little sign is to us.

ponds. " They 
are temporary 
because many 
dry up during the 
summer months. 
During the fall 
and winter 

seasons, these topological depressions fill with water from 
precipitation and rising groundwater. The pools, or ponds 
depending on their size, are the critical beginnings - the

incubators - for salamanders, frogs, and invertebrates that 
rely on these small temporary bodies of water to lay their 

eggs. 

Johnson told his rapt audience that frogs and 
salamanders live in uplands and dry wooded areas, but 
must breed in these pools absent of fish that would eat 
the eggs. Standing thigh-high in the Woodcock vernal 
pool, Johnson pointed out salamander egg sags that 
clung to fallen tree branches along the water's edge. 
Iridescent, nay, resplendent in the spring sunlight, the 
eggs were shades of ivory and blue with dark interiors 
that promised new life to come. 

Johnson said salamanders breed all at once in 
a single night known as "the big night," whereas wood 
frogs breed over a series of days. All come to the vernal 
pools where the cycle of life begins anew each season. 

Certification of vernal pools requires the effort of 
people who appreciate the importance of these natural 
features to ensure future generations of these small 
creatures, many of which are endangered, threatened, or 
of special concern. These are the categories assigned to 
nearly all salamanders. 

Johnson distributed vernal pool field observation 
forms that are readily available from the Massachusetts 
Division of Fisheries and Wildlife (MDFW) along 
with a checklist of common aquatic invertebrates with 
wonderfully evocative names such as whirligig beetle, 
water scorpion, water penny, and water strider. Oh, and 
the much less thrilling mosquito larva was also listed. 

On the bank of the pool Johnson scooped up 
two shallow containers of pool water so we, the newly 
baptized vernal pool protectors, could observe various 
types of larva and nymphs. The containers were full of 
wiggling things, a world normally hidden from our view. 

Johnson said that in order to have a vernal pool 
certified by the state - a step necessary in protecting them 
from human activity such as construction development 
- you must find at least five egg sags. The MDFW 
also requires specific details on the location, dates of 
observation, maps, photographs, and property owner of 
record. It then evaluates the data and determines whether 
or not the pool may be classified and noted on state maps. 

As Johnson hauled himself out of the pool he 
said, "Well, I have a leak in my left boot," and the group

chuckled in unison and headed back to the parking area 
for cider and cookies.

The Earthly Woodcock

The American woodcock species has a fancy Latin 
classification 
entitled 

Philohela Minor, 
but it is actually 
a down-to-Earth 
ground-nesting 
buff-colored 
bird with black 
markings as 
illustrated. 

Slightly larger 
than a quail, 
it looks quite 
different with 

a long bill and a flexible upper mandible to probe deep 
into the ground to capture and extract earthworms, its 
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staple diet. Sometimes they rock their bodies as they 
forage, shifting back and forth to prompt worms to move 
underground to make sounds helpful to detection. 

The woodcock migrates to the region in spring 
from as far south as Louisiana, progressing northward in 
movement with the receding frost line that liberates access 
to food in the soil, which includes snails, spiders, flies, 
beetles, and ants. Habitat for nesting can be a shrubby 
forest, farm fields near abandoned orchards, or adjacent to 
wetlands. 

To begin nesting, a spectacular aerial courtship 
dance by the male begins as the sun goes down. In the 
twilight, he takes off from the female and spirals upward 
in a wide circling pattern several hundred feet into the 
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air, all the while emitting a rasping 'peent' (sound specific 
to the woodcock) to his mate below. At the very apex of 
his towering circular figure eight, he suddenly folds his 
wings and dives straight down to reunite with the female 
standing by to welcome him with the similar-sounding 
love song. 

The nest itself is usually a shallow depression 
in leaf and twig litter just big enough for four eggs that 
imitate the hen's coloring, so camouflaged to be invisible, 
except for the large dark oval eye watching your every 
move. If you get too close, she will move away, feinting a 
characteristic Mother Nature impersonation of a broken 
wing trick to get your attention away from the nest. 

Once she feels her nest location has been discovered, she 
will move each of the eggs, one by one, tightly clasped 
between her legs and fly low over the ground to a more 
secret location. I have also seen a hen similarly moving 
each of her four chicks across a well-traveled road for 
their safety. 

The name 'woodcock' comes from across the 
pond in jolly old England because of their routine habit of 
flying from a daytime resting covert to an evening feeding 
covert. Seeing this out the window of a thatched cottage, 
it was to be called "cockshut time" to close the shutters 
and latch them against the spirits of the cold damp air. 

The name of the English cocker spaniel also comes from 
an ability to find and flush this game bird for hunters. 

In this country, recent year-end bird surveys suggest 
populations slowly declining, but not from hunting.

Rather, the decline is due to habitat destruction by 
building development and accumulated pesticides from 
aerial spraying. 

As the woodcock survives for the pleasure of 
our bird watching today, if you stumble upon one in 
your trail walks, it may suddenly startle you with a 
frantic wispy whistling of wing beats - but all for naught, 
landing a short distance away only to come back after 
you have gone. For the future, conservation of the Earth- 
bound food and habitat is critical, as important to our 
environmental awareness as it is vital for species survival. 

Fire Chief Advocates Hard for New Pumper 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The special Thursday, April 19 meeting of 
the Rochester Board of Selectmen was a time to test 
the persuasive argument skills of department heads 
promoting their Town Meeting Warrant capital spending 
articles hoping for positive recommendations from 
selectmen and the Finance Committee. 

There were a number of articles for capital 
purchases that night, but the heftiest price tag of $497,000 
went to the Fire Department's proposal for a new pumper. 

Fire Chief Scott Weigel said the pumper is 
probably the most important truck for the RFD given that 
Rochester severely lacks fire hydrants in most sections of 
town, and the 30 or so year-old pumper they have now is 
beyond any sustainable repair. 
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Weigel said with the town expanding and 
with larger houses built, he needs to increase the water 
capacity and, as for the pumper, "I can't patch the truck 
anymore." 

The new pumper would be "nothing fancy," 
Weigel said, just a work truck with no custom cab. 

"I just find it to be very expensive," said Finance 
Committee Chairman Kristian Stoltenberg. "Your position 
is there's no alternative. This is what we have to get?" he 
asked Weigel. 

Right, he said, and the one he's proposing meets 
the needs of his department. 

Selectman Greenwood Hartley, voted as chairman 
that night, said he'd explored cheaper pre-owned options 
on the Internet and said the Town could spend $200,000 
less on a used pumper only two or three years old. 

Selectman Brad Morse and Weigel both adopted 
the position that buying another used pumper would be 
"buying someone else's problem," and that there must be 
a good reason why a pumper would be up for sale only 
after such a short time. 

But Hartley insisted one could fine "gems" on the 
Internet as alternatives. 

"I know it's a big item, but it's something we 
don't replace very often," said Weigel. "And the amount 
of manpower that I have off the bat, to be able to get the 
equipment there ... set up a water supply," he said, a 
new pumper with an additional 1,000-gallon increase in 
capacity is what the job calls for, given the precariousness 


of getting water to a fire fast enough with limited 
firefighters. 

"From a Finance Committee view," Stoltenberg 
said, "I need to get educated because this is one heck of 
an expensive piece of equip... I'm trying to think of how 
we've been fighting fires all these years without this." 

"We have one. We've always had one," stated a 
number of people inside the room all at once. 

"If you don't show up with a reasonable amount 
of water ... a thousand gallons can sometimes mean the 
difference between you knocking [a fire] down or not," 
said Selectman Paul Ciaburri, who once was a firefighter. 

During the meeting, Weigel also advocated 
for $70,000 for a new truck and plow for the Highway 
Department to assist in bad weather, an article that came 
up just after one from the School department asking for 
$25,400 for technology upgrades at Rochester Memorial 
School to replace computers, many of which are eight 
years old, prompting Finance Committee member David 
Arancio to comment, "If we're talking about RMS using 
eight-year-old computers and we're talking a $21,000 
article. I'd like to be fair to every department..." 

Hartley thanked Weigel for bringing up the new 
pumper back in October instead of springing it on the 
Town later. Before Weigel left. Hartley suggested one last 
time, "But don't give up looking for a gem. You might 
find one!" 

The Police Department was looking for a 
recommendation for $31,000 to arm the department with 
Tasers and provide related technology and training, 
and another $17,000 to be spread over five years for 
participation in an assurance program to insure and 
protect the new equipment, which seemed to garner the 
support of FinCom and the selectmen. 

"It's a good investment," said Police Chief Paul 
Magee, advocating on behalf of the assurance program. "I 
think when they're used, they're used in usually very bad 
situations so the likelihood of damage is certainly there." 

Other articles presented included a generator 
for the Town Hall to keep computer servers and sump 
pumps working during power outages. Facilities Manager 
Andrew Daniel said extensive flooding happened back in 
March, and Magee added that official emails and alerts 
couldn't be sent or received via official town emails when 
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the servers are down, creating a problem. The natural 
gas-powered generator will cost $12,000 and another 
article to waterproof the basement was proposed for 
$31,000. The selectmen and the FinCom also considered a 
request from Weigel for an extractor to properly wash and 
decontaminate firefighter gear at $20,600 and $4,000 from 
the tax collector for an automated mail stuffer machine. 

Another article discussed but not particularly 
appealing to the selectmen or the Finance Committee 
was $12,500 proposed by the Board of Assessors for the 
five-year review that Assessor Jana Cavanaugh said is 
currently undertaken in-house, but five years from now, 
"The likelihood of us having to do this is very high." 

Most towns do outsource their re-certification 
review because they don't have the staff qualified to do it 
in-house like Rochester currently does, Cavanaugh said. 

After some discussion, the FinCom and selectmen 
agreed that the Town could probably take the risk and 
address it later if needed. 

Other articles included creating additional 
stabilization funds for various departments and areas of 
spending. 

The next two regular meetings of the Rochester 
Board of Selectmen were scheduled for Monday, April 23 
at 7:00 pm, and Monday, May 7 at 6:00 pm, both at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

911 Transition On Track for May 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Town's new regionalized 911 emergency 
response system will likely be online before the May 
21 Annual Town Meeting, expected to start on May 15 
as the newest participant in the Regional Old Colony 
Communications Center in Duxbury. 

In preparation for the switchover, ROCCC 
dispatchers have gone on over 20 'ride-alongs' with 
Rochester officers to learn the various areas of Rochester 
and the landmarks and features unique to each part of 
Town. 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar told the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen on April 23 that Rochester 
emergency responders have been meeting regularly with 
ROCCC representatives in Rochester for training and 
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operations and protocol review sessions, and also to hold 
a meet-and-greet event to familiarize the staff from the 
Town and the ROCCC as they work closely together, even 
if remotely. 

Szyndlar asked the board to attend any of the 
upcoming meetings as well to make for a more cohesive 
Town presence, and Szyndlar said she would be posting 
these meetings as selectmen meetings in case more than 
one arrives, constituting a quorum. 

Also during the meeting, Szyndlar announced 
that the residents of the Annie Maxim House, a senior 
assisted living center, made a $400 donation to the Town 
in gratitude for making them feel "safe and sound." 

The donation will be divided equally amongst the Fire, 
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Highway, Police, and Ambulance Departments. 

"That's very kind of the residents at Annie 
Maxim," said Selectmen Chairman Greenwood Hartley. 
"I'm sure each department will put that to good use." 

Although it was on the agenda, the Old Colony 
R.V.T.H.S District Committee Appointing Authority 
rescheduled for a separate special meeting with the 
selectmen for committee appointments on Thursday, 
April 26 at 6:00 pm at the Town Hall. 

The next regular meeting of the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen will be May 7 at 6:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

Selectmen Handle Wide-Ranging Agenda 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

On April 24, Mattapoisett's Board of Selectmen 
- Chairman Paul Silva, Tyler Macallister, and Jordan 
Collyer - along with Town Administrator Michael Gagne, 
covered a variety of topics in an agenda that included 
such diverse items as utility poles, fiscal budgets, new 
eateries, shellfish, and trees. 

Regarding trees, Mattapoisett will be marking 
Arbor Day 
on Friday, 

April 27, at 
the Town 
Hall at 10:00 
am. Tree 
Committee 
Chairman 
Sandy 
Hering said. 

This is the 
eleventh year 
Mattapoisett 
has been 
recognized 

as a Tree City by the National Arbor Day Foundation 
for its work in ensuring the care of municipal trees and 
the planting of new trees. Working with Tree Warden 
Roland Cote, Hering said her committee has been able 
to maintain the town's commitment to municipal tree 
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management. 

Gagne wished to take a few moments to recognize 
the efforts Cote has mounted, especially in light of the 
devastating winter storms that had blown through. 

Gagne also wanted to get the message out to the 
public that trees abutting private property may belong to 
the Town and not the property owner. 

"One big problem is when someone takes down 
a tree ten feet or so from the road." He said the Planning 
Board oversees municipal tree removal and that before 
a homeowner takes a tree down located near a public 
roadway, a call to the selectmen's office is necessary. 

"We'll contact Roland, then we'll check to see if 
that tree is subject to the shade tree bylaw," Gagne said. 

Hering pointed out that it isn't just the removal 
of trees but also the pruning of trees that needs careful 
consideration before work is done. Pruning of municipal 
trees is not allowed by property owners. 

Silva read a proclamation declaring April 27 as 
Arbor Day in Mattapoisett and also thanked Cote for his 
hard work in the wake of massive storms. 

The selectmen met with Steve Geary, a scheduler 
for Eversource, who faced a frustrated governing body. 
Gagne and Silva both pointed to the issue of duplicate 
poles and the subsequent poor management for removing 
them and repairing the holes left behind. 

Gagne expressed even greater problems as he 
described a situation where coiled wires had been left 
behind on private property causing a hazard to the

occupants. He said numerous calls to Eversource went 
unanswered. Gagne eventually had the offending cables 
removed by the town's Highway Department only to 
have the same action repeat itself a few weeks later. 

Geary was unable to respond to the lack of 
coordination between various departments within 
Eversource. He said the utility's engineering division was 
responsible for filling in holes, but Silva said the poor 
quality of the repairs was problematic with the possibility 
of cave in which presented a hazard to pedestrians and 
cyclists. 

Macallister said, "We had Verizon in twice... 

They said the problem was Eversource. The poles weren't 
listed in the database." 


Eversource maintains a database for poles that 
they are responsible for updating when changes are made 
such as abandonment and subsequent need for pole 
removal. 

Collyer asked, "How often do you audit the 
database ... for accuracy?" Geary wasn't sure it was 
audited. Geary said that mistakes probably took place in 
the office, but assured the selectmen that he would now 
be available to address their concerns moving forward. 

"The system is ripe for improvement," Gagne 

said. 

The upcoming Annual Town Meeting scheduled 
for May 14 at 6:30 pm in Old Rochester Regional High 
School auditorium and the warrant articles were 
discussed. 

Gagne said that Articles 1 and 2 on the warrant 
would be new zoning bylaw amendments that would 
completely ban the commercial sale of recreational 
marijuana in Mattapoisett. He said legal counsel assisted 
in drafting the two articles and that each required a two- 
thirds vote to pass. He urged the public to attend Town 
Meeting. 

The balance of what will be addressed at 
Town Meeting, Gagne said, included the FY19 budget 
along with water and sewer articles and articles being 
presented and supported by the Community Preservation 
Committee. 

Gagne also said there would be a bylaw 
governing the installation and removal of utility poles and 
another that would prohibit putting snow in public ways. 
He said that when snow is pushed into public roadways, 
it becomes a travel hazard. The bylaw will carry a fine of 
$100 and will be enforced by the Police Department. 

There will be three Community Preservation Act 
articles in the warrant, Gagne said. Nominated as top 
priority of the three grants received was a grant in the 
amount of $144,900 sought by the Town of Mattapoisett 
for repairs to a building located on the former Holy Ghost 
grounds. CPC Chairman John DeCosta said the committee 
believed it was necessary to provide funding for a 
new roof, doors, and windows to ensure the building's 
integrity. 

Silva was a little put off by that sum, wondering 
in light of other pressing matters if that amount was 
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too great. Gagne was in favor of the sum, saying it was 
important so that use of the building could begin, saying, 
"Your investment is small, but the value is high." 

The second place grant was for a Dog Park 
proposed on the Police Department grounds in the 
amount of $75,000. Gagne said the grantee, Freemin 
Bauer, had received cost estimates and is in the process of 
drafting a construction plan. 

And last but not least, the CPC supports a grant 
in the amount of $10,000 for a study of the American 
Legion Hall. Previously, the organization had asked for 
a handicap ramp and ADA-compliant bathrooms. But 
DeCosta explained that the committee was concerned 
with the overall structural competency of the building 
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and thus would support only a study at this time. 

Two action items on the agenda were all about 

food. 

Coming before the selectmen were Robert Field 
and Susan Wilbur to renew their aquaculture license for 
another 10-year period. Doing business as Copper Beach 
Farm, the duo said that production was ramping and 
going well. Silva said that if ownership of the license 
changed fifty percent or more, they would be required to 
advise the selectmen. 

Gagne said, "I did a field inspection several 
months ago... They are very conscientious of their 
equipment and care of the stock." He said the team is very 
sensitive that their operation fits the environment saying, 
"We are very fortunate ... their stock has even enhanced 
the native shell fish." The renewal was granted. 

And then there is pizza! A public hearing was 
held for a request by Albert Meninno, Jr. for an on premise 
all alcohol license for his new restaurant. New Rustico, in 
the former How On Earth building, 62 Marion Road. The 
restaurant will feature brick oven pizza, pasta, and other 
family favorites, Meninno said. He said the license would 
add to the experience of eating out, but that it would be 
a family restaurant with hours no later then 10:00 pm 
on weekends. The license was approved, and Meninno 
planned to be fully operational by June. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for May 8 at 6:30 pm in the town 
hall conference room. 

Addition Approved For Ailing Patriarch 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

For one family, the April 18 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals was like a 
Christmas morning, waking up to find you received what 
you had been dreaming of. 

Representing the 6R North Street Nominee Trust, 
Thomas Dugan, was Doug Schneider of N. Douglas 
Schneider & Associates, Inc. as they sought a Special 
Permit to build a small single-story addition to create a 
first-floor master bedroom suite to an existing home. 

Previously the project had been described to the 
Conservation Commission as necessary in allowing the 
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property owner to remain at home as health issues made 
accessing bedrooms and the only bathroom in the home 
on the second floor impossible. By creating a first floor 
suite, Dugan could remain in the home. 

Schneider said the addition would be constructed 
on the north side of the existing dwelling with a 22-foot 
setback. 

Representing several abutters whose property is 
located along Captain's Lane was Attorney Peter Paul. 

He identified his client as Vera Gibbons who he 
said extended her welcome to the returning family while 
sharing that the Gibbons wanted to be good neighbors 
and "...Are in favor of the project." However, the issue 
of a drainage ditch came up again as it had during the 
Conservation Commission hearing the previous month. 

Paul asked for assurances that the construction 
as proposed would not negatively impact the drainage 
along Captain's Lane and that the Dugan family would 
maintain the ditch in good operating condition. 

Schneider said construction did not include 
changes to the topography of the property, no grading 
was planned, and that Dugan had agreed to maintain the 
drainage ditch. 

"Doug's word is as good as gold," Paul said, but 
he did ask that the ditch maintenance be memorialized in 
any decision made by the board. 

Coming forward to speak in favor of the project 
was Daniel Briggs of 3 North Street who said historic 
drainage issues plagued the area, but that he didn't see a 
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problem with the project. 

The project was approved with the drainage 
maintenance condition. 

Also coming before the board was Carlton Veeder 
Construction for his client Robert Trudeau, 34 River Road, 
for the construction of a small 4-foot by 6-foot bump out 
to allow for a washing machine and dryer. The Special 
Permit was approved. 

Finally, also seeking a Special Permit was Andrew 
Perkins for property owned by Byron Cramp ton, 10 
Union Avenue. Perkins has been hired by the owners to 
construct a cantilevered deck addition to an existing home 
on stilts. He said the 4-foot addition would allow the 
family space to enjoy the home's views. The request was 
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approved as proposed. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals is scheduled for May 17 at 6:00 pm at 
the Town Hall. 


Board Wants Stricter Solar Bylaw 

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board has some upgrades 
it wants to add to the Town's solar bylaw, and on April 
24 board members discussed the best ways to go about 
bolstering the bylaw and making it a bit more restrictive. 

At the top of the list, the board wants to impose 
a 300-foot setback from any roadway, public or private. 
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unless existing topographical features would naturally 
screen the solar panels from view. 

"That's not unheard of," said Planning Board 
Chairman Arnie Johnson. "I think this would help us 
try to preserve somewhat without being too invasive on 
property owners' rights." 

But as board member Gary Florindo pointed 
out, being too close to the panels is just as important to 
abutting property owners as it is for people passing by on 
the roads, sending the conversation in another direction 
with the suggestion of imposing a setback on property 
lines. 

The state and the ensuing bylaws are relatively 
accommodating to solar developers, Florindo pointed 
out, "But we should also be accommodating the taxpayers 
of Rochester." After all, added board member Ben Bailey, 
people don't move to Rochester so they can look out their 
windows and see a bunch of steel and glass. And with 
six or seven solar projects lining up for Planning Board 
approval, as Town Planner Steve Starred pointed out, the 
board should get its proverbial ducks in a row. 

Board member Chris Silveira suggested that 
within the residential/agricultural zone - pretty 
much most of Rochester - maybe current regulations 
surrounding those setbacks would already apply, and 
maybe the same 100-foot setback for a "major farm 
building" should apply to solar panels. 

"They are structures," Johnson pondered. 

"Yeah they are," said Bailey, "and they're a major 
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structure." 

The board agreed to pose the legal question to 
Town Counsel Blair Bailey, and if he did not see it that 
way then the board may pursue a 100-foot setback from 
abutting lot lines in the solar bylaw. 

The board also seeks to reduce the threshold for 
defining "large-scale" solar farms from 250 kilowatts to 
200 kilowatts. 

Johnson said he would prefer to address large- 
scale tree clear-cutting in regards to solar projects as well, 
but town counsel advised not to try to make too many 
changes to the bylaw at one time, at the risk of Town 
Meeting voting down an article proposing numerous 
changes all at once - something that has happened in the 
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past. 

An article that was sponsored by the Board 
of Selectmen to extend the recreational marijuana 
establishment moratorium until July 2019 will be vetted 
during an imminent public hearing before the Planning 
Board, but according to Starrett, the Attorney General's 
Office has declared that it would not be approving any 
further moratoriums beyond the December 31, 2018 
date of expiration. Johnson was unsure how that would 
play out on the Town Meeting floor, but the board's only 
concern is hosting the public hearing and making its own 
decision on whether to recommend, not recommend, or 
take no position on the article. 

As Johnson pointed out, if the townspeople 
preferred to ban all recreational marijuana establishments 
in town, the article would have to be approved by Town 
Meeting and then a subsequent ballot question would 
have to pass. 

Another article that will be vetted during a public 
hearing is an amendment to the Site Plan Review Bylaw 
specifying that an applicant who needs approval by both 
the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Appeals shall 
appear before the ZB A before it must seek approval from 
the Planning Board - a "housekeeping" item, as Johnson 
put it. This amendment would simply save the applicant 
money on engineering costs and also time, since a project 
could not come to fruition without ZBA approval and the 
Site Plan Review is a lengthy process with the Planning 
Board. 

This matter came up during the Rochester Farms 
appeal, with the appellant party arguing that the bylaw 
implies a project should go to the Planning Board first 
before the ZBA. 

"So this clarifies it and closes that loophole," said 
Johnson. 

The public hearings for all these bylaw change 
articles will be during the board's May 16 meeting. 

In other matters, Johnson announced that the 
board's approval of the Borrego Solar Systems solar farm 
slated for the corner of Rounseville Road at Mendell Road 
was appealed and will be heard during a public hearing 
before the Zoning Board of Appeals on May 24 at 7:00 pm 
at the Town Hall. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for May 8 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester senior 
center on Dexter Lane. 

Cluster Housing Proposed For Chapel Street 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering, Inc. came 
before the Mattapoisett Planning Board on April 23 to 
engage the members and public in an informal discussion 
of a proposal for cluster housing on Chapel Street off 
Marion Road. 

Known in bylaws as a Special Residential 
Development (SRD), Madden said his client, David 
Nicolosi, sought the opportunity to discuss the project 
before committing additional engineering resources.

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Madden's presentation included two layouts of 
the 3.65-acre site: one plan with five standard lots, two of 
which would require massive wetland disruptions; and 
a second plan that also included five lots, but these lots 
would be very small compared to standard lot sizes and 
cluster the five proposed residences all on uplands area, 
avoiding intrusion into the wetlands. 

Madden said the first plan would be a Form A 
submittal, meaning that existing roadways and frontages 
would be used. But the second plan included Form C lots, 
saying it was "...a better project for Mattapoisett," given 
that it would offer a different style of homeownership 
and would not require the filling-in of wetlands. 

Madden said the Form C plan would allow 
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home seekers to purchase a smaller, more manageable lot 
size, potentially of interest to senior citizens looking to 
downsize. "This creates a different plan you haven't seen 
before," he told the Planning Board members. 

Turning to the requirements of SRD bylaws. 
Madden said the cluster concept met all the criteria and 
that public water and sewer would service the homes. 

Part of the cluster plan Madden described would 
allow for the gifting of some 2.5 acres to the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust for permanent conservation protection. 

He said low impact development practices would be 
employed. 

But Planning Board member Janice Robbins 
disagreed, saying, "This is not a subdivision; it doesn't 
meet the basic requirements." 

Madden countered that when the bylaw was 
dissected there was a discrepancy under definitions, a 
discrepancy that the Planning Board could fix. "There's a 
little discretion on the part of the Planning Board." 

Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain said 
town counsel advised that the yield plan could include 
Form A lots. 

"SRD rules can be changed by the Planning 
Board," Madden repeated. "This is the better plan, with 
the least amount of disruption.... Housing is needed in 
town." 

Robbins pondered, "You have three lots that 
are buildable right now. The problem I have with the 
cluster development premise is, is it a better overall 
development? .. .Are you premature to go to cluster 
development before you know whether or not the wet 
ones (lots) can be developed?" Madden replied that they 
would have to go through that exercise first. 

"This project offers diversity to different age 
groups," Madden responded when asked if the housing 
type wouldn't be attractive to first-time homeowners 
versus simply senior citizens downsizing. "The SRD 
would not be an age-restricted program." 

Robbins remained doubtful that the project could 
qualify as a cluster development. "The fact that wetlands 
would not be touched is a positive," said Robbins, "but 
basic questions of whether it is a subdivision are there." 

The discussion was tabled for further study. 

Also coming before the Planning Board was 
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David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates 
for his client Dennis Arsenault for a proposed two-lot 
subdivision located at the end of Snow Fields Road. 
However, before the public hearing could begin, 
Davignon asked a procedural question: "Do you use the 
Mullin Rule?" 

Davignon asked, with only three Planning Board 
members in attendance, would absent members be 
allowed to submit a Mullin affidavit? The affidavit would 
allow absent member(s) to watch the meeting videotape, 
study submitted documentation, and while present at the 
next meeting ask questions. 

Saying it was in the best interest of his client, 
Davignon asked for a continuation, much to the chagrin 
of the six or so abutters who were in attendance. The 
continuation was granted until the next Planning Board 
meeting scheduled for May 7 at 7:00 pm in the town hall 
conference room. 

New Housing Proposed Off Route 6 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

On April 23, the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission began the process of reviewing a multi¬ 
structure project proposed off Marion Road/Route 6 by 
Stingray City Realty Corporation, William Bachant, for a 
parcel owned by Rahim Aghai. 

Representing the applicant in the Notice of Intent 
hearing was Robert Rego, River Hawk Environmental, 
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who presented the project described as one single-family 
dwelling and one two-family structure. 

Rego said the project consists of 3.75 acres on 
the south side of Marion Road with a perennial stream 
bisecting the property. He said that construction would 
involve 200 feet of the riverfront area and would totally 
involve the 100-foot buffer zone with 10 percent of the 
area being developed. 

Regarding sewer access, Rego said the project 
included three pump chambers that would move sewage 
to the public sewer service available to the site and that 
public water was also planned. 

Stormwater and drainage management was 
described by Rego as including collection of roof runoff to 
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surface chambers that would move the water to discharge 
basins. 

It was noted from current photographs that the 
site had already been disturbed and evidenced dumping 
in jurisdictional areas. 

Rego said that before construction, a permanent 
fence along the wetlands boundary could be installed and 
debris cleared. 

Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold offered 
suggestions that included terracing of a severe slope 
to minimize runoff into wetlands, a pre-construction 
meeting and subsequent regular updates throughout 
duration of construction, and monitoring of the site 
during heavy rain events to avoid and mitigate erosion.

She also asked the commissioners to consider whether or 
not a peer review consultant might be needed. 

Chairman Mike King said, "I hope that your 
project won't add to sediment flow." He also said that 
dumping of construction materials, a problem the 
commission has had to deal with on other projects, could 
not be an issue on this one saying, ".. .That concerns us." 
He also said he'd like to see firm start and completion 
dates for the project. 

Commissioner Trevor Francis said he needed time 
to study the project and the potential for a peer review 
consultant. 

King said, "Personally, I don't think a consultant 
will give us anything more." He asked if the Department 
of Environmental Protection had "weighed-in" on the 
project. Leidhold said they had not. "There's no question 
we need housing stock in Mattapoisett," King added. 

The hearing was continued until May 15 at which 
time Rego will return with updated drawings based on 
the commission's comments. 

Also coming before the commission was 
David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates 
for Timothy Eilertsen, 0 Brant Island Road, for the 
construction of a single-family home. 

The lot had previous been conditioned for 
construction by the commission, but now with a new 
owner the proposed residence and surrounding area 
had been changed. Eilertsen's project would include 
adding fill and grading within the buffer zone to create a 
landscaped lawn space up to 5-feet along the 50-foot no¬ 
touch zone. 

Davignon said that Natural Heritage's April letter 
indicated no adverse impact from the project and that a 
permanent rail and post fence along the no touch zone 
would be installed. The Notice of Intent filing received 
standard conditioning by the commission and was green- 
lighted for development. 

Davignon also represented Tom Jackivicz and 
Pamela Pierce for a vacant recreational lot located 
adjacent to 17 Third Street. The applicants proposed 
adding fill to the center of the lot to eliminate ponding 
during rain events, and construction of a patio and fire 
pit. 

King said the patio would have to conform with 
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standards for construction in a coastal zone; therefore, the 
patio would have to be dry-block versus poured concrete. 
The Request for Determination of Applicability filing 
received a Negative 3 determination. 

Upgraded sewer projects filed under Requests for 
Determination of Applicability were approved for Diane 
and Susan Zartman, 116 Acushnet Road, and Patrick 
Diggings, 2 Bay Shore Drive. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for May 15 at 6:30 
pm in the town hall conference room. 

Planning Board Cautions ZBA on 
324 Front Street 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

As anticipated, Peter Douglas' appeal of the 
building commissioner's denial for zoning enforcement 
of Christian Loranger's 324 Front Street condominium 
construction was continued until May 24. 

Zoning Board of Appeals member Bob Alves, 
acting as chairman in Marc LeBlanc's absence, read a 
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statement announcing the public hearing would be 
continued without any testimony from Douglas or the 
public. 

"This case is going to be continued without 
testimony," Alves read. "We do not have enough voting 
members of the Zoning Board, town counsel could not be 
present, and the building commissioner, Scott Shippey, 
could not be present." 

There were about 15 people present for the 
hearing apart from Douglas, including Planning Board 
Chairman Eileen Marum and Planning Board member 
Steve Kokkins. 

According to Douglas, some data submitted on 
Loranger's building permit application was incorrect, 
including the total volume of living space inside the 
demolished structure, leading the way for a new structure 
that is greater in livable space volume than what 
should have been allowed. Lor anger, asserts Douglas, 
has converted attic and basement space into habitable 
"below-grade" volume space that was not part of the 
original structure's habitable space. 

Douglas, during his two presentations to 
Planning Board members on April 2 and 17, asked the 
board members to give this recommendation to the ZBA: 
"The Planning Board believes that the only possible 
rational interpretation of the term 'volume' in Zoning 
Bylaw 6.1G is above-grade volume [(not basement)], 
since any other interpretation of the term ... would 
clearly contravene the obvious purpose of that Bylaw 
and make a completely perverse nonsense of that Bylaw," 
as Douglas wrote in a typed submission to the Planning 
Board. 

The Planning Board responded to the ZBA's 
request for comment in a letter Alves deemed too lengthy 
to read aloud in its entirety, but a copy of that letter 
displayed a strong recommendation from the Planning 
Board for the ZBA to halt any further construction at 324 
Front Street until the alleged permitting discrepancies are 
resolved. 

"... [It] seems clear to us that the ZBA will want 
to devote extremely careful attention to the accuracy, 
validity and professional reliability of the data submitted 
to the Building Department..." the letter further states. 

"If discrepancies are revealed in the volume calculations 
used as the basis for the new building, the ZBA should 
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take immediate action and require that the developer 
modify the project so as to comply with the zoning 
bylaws." 

A letter read aloud from the Board of Health 
expressed no objection to the project given that it is 
served by municipal sewer and water, but a letter from 
the Conservation Commission stated that Lor anger's 
project still required a filing due to a portion of the work 
occurring inside a flood zone, which to date has not been 
filed. 

Resident Diana Worley, 329 Front Street, stood 
to speak from a written statement, but was cut off and 
offered a chance to speak at the next meeting on May 24. 
Worley contended that she was the only abutter who had 
received notification of the public hearing, and the board 
told her it would explore why that would happen if it did 
indeed happen that all abutters were not duly notified. 

"Why continue?" asked Worley. "It just seems like 
along way away and meanwhile the building construction 
continues." 

"Ridiculous..." a woman in the back of the room 
commented.

BOH Wants to Control Homegrown Marijuana

The Marion Board of Health wants to regulate 
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and require a permit for private residents to grow 
recreational marijuana at home, and it approved the draft 
regulation during its April 24 meeting. 

The board has been under the advisement of its 
casual consultant, Cheryl Sbarra from the Massachusetts 
Association of Health Boards, on possible municipal 
regulation of recreational marijuana commercial 
establishments, and in a general "model" regulation she 
provided to the board there is a policy option to permit 
and regulate "grow your own" so-called "operations." 
This option, however, is marked by an asterisk because 
Sbarra, and the committee she sits on, is uncertain any 
board of health has the legal authority to do so. 

The law that was enacted upon voters' adoption 
of the 2016 statewide referendum Question 4 to legalize 
recreational marijuana granted to citizens the right to 
grow six plants per adult, up to 12 plants, within the 
home without a permit. 

The Marion Board of Health's draft regulation 
does not specify how much they would like to charge a 
resident for a permit to home grow marijuana that they 
are legally allowed to grow, but the regulation does 
specify that permits would expire on December 31 of 
every year and need to be renewed. 

The board also inserted a section that would 
require compliance of home inspections. The section 
reads, " Each applicant shall submit to a pre-approval 
inspection by the Marion Board of Health or its designated 
agents , which may include fire officials and building inspectors , 
to ensure that the location for cultivation complies with public 
health and safety requirements and practices , including fire 
safety and building code provisions ." 

Another section states that residents would have 
to submit to further "reasonable" inspections, while 
another section states that, should the Board of Health 
or its agents encounter mold or other diseases infecting 
the plants, the Town could then destroy the plants, "...as 
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well as surrounding plants , to prevent a threat to the public's 
health ." 

In a follow-up after the meeting, the Board of 
Health was not entirely confident on what it was they 
were regulating. When asked if the regulations they 
approved that night would regulate the six plants per 
adult (12 maximum per house) or some additional 
marijuana growing operating inside a home. Chairman 
John Howard replied, "I'm not sure." 

Howard said he was not sure how many plants 
an adult was allowed to grow at home at this time, and 
whether a town-issued permit would affect that number. 

When asked why the board chose to include a 
section requiring a home cultivation permit, which is 
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not required in any Massachusetts community, Howard 
mistakenly stated, "The [Cannabis Control Commission] 
established that as part of the state regulation." 

The CCC released its comprehensive regulations 
on recreational adult-use marijuana commercial and 
retail establishments in March, but it did not include any 
language pertaining to personal home cultivation that 
would supersede the referendum vote that permits home 
growing. 

The board's draft regulation does not state a 
specific fee it would impose should it find legality in the 
measure, nor did it state any penalty or how it would 
enforce its regulation. 

The rest of the regulations pertain to commercial 
marijuana establishment licenses, which do not appear to 
deviate from the CCC's regulations released in March. 

The Board of Health must hold a public hearing 
on its proposed marijuana regulations allowing for public 
comment before voting the regulations into law. That 
public hearing is scheduled for Tuesday, May 22, at 4:30 
pm at the Marion Town House. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Health is scheduled for May 8 at 4:30 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

Mattapoisett Expands School Choice 

Mattapoisett School Committee

With a fiscal year 2019 school budget increasing 
by a mere 1.1 percent, the Mattapoisett School Committee 
chose to more broadly share the benefits of the quality 
education they provide by expanding the School Choice 
program. After hearing from a few supportive residents, 
and one Finance Committee chair opposed to the notion, 
the committee voted unanimously to expand the program 
at the public hearing on April 23. 

The Massachusetts Department of Education asks 
that every town hold a public hearing on School Choice 
each spring. School Superintendent Doug White outlined 
how the School Choice process works, indicating that if 
a school district decides to provide School Choice, it then 
must determine how many slots to provide and in what 
grades. 

Mattapoisett currently has three slots available. 
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with two of them filled. The student in the third slot 
left the school system last year. The Mattapoisett School 
Choice program is a lottery-based system and applies to 
Kindergarten through Grade 6. 

School Committee Chairman Rachel Westgate 
opened the public hearing by reading a letter sent by 
town residents Jerry and Cindy Johnson that spoke 
strongly in favor of School Choice. The Johnsons' letter 
stated that School Choice enriches the experience of the 
school community and provides opportunity to increase 
the diversity in the classroom by bringing in students 
outside of Mattapoisett. 

Pat Donoghue, the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee chair, rose to speak against School Choice, 
saying that the tuition provided by the state of $5,000 per 
student doesn't come close to covering the actual cost of 
$15,000 to educate a student. Donoghue also cautioned 
the committee that while the student population 
continues to decline, with the attendant reduction in 
class sections "... [We are] on the cusp to keep students 
at twenty or less, so adding School Choice can throw that 
off." 

Later in the meeting, committee member James 
Muse clarified that each additional student does not cost 
the town the full $15,000 as costs are built into what's 
already budgeted, and the $5,000 tuition reimbursement 
from the state is a big help. 

David Anderson of Pine Island Road spoke 
vociferously in favor of providing School Choice to 
"[Those who] have close ties to the town but live 
elsewhere." Anderson, who pointed out that his family 
has been paying taxes in town since 1838, takes great 
pride in Mattapoisett schools, saying, "Each student has 
something unique to add to the class.... [The committee] 
should welcome it, not fight it... and take a broader 
view..." of School Choice. 

"I have some skin in the game," said Anderson, 
whose father Hayden Anderson was principal at Center 
School 90 years ago, when he said it was the diversity of 
population in the schools that made the schools excellent, 
adding, "If it means increasing my taxes again, go for it!" 

Resident Kimberly Ward refuted Donoghue's 
contention that the finances of School Choice don't work, 
indicating that at ORR Junior High School, where there 
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are 30 School Choice slots, there was a balanced budget. 

After closing the public hearing, the committee 
discussed further the merits of School Choice. With 
the student population declining from a high of 487 in 
FY12 down to 438 this past October, and the subsequent 
reduction of a kindergarten and 4 th grade section, the 
committee had to weigh the benefit of increasing School 
Choice slots with the fine balance of keeping the class size 
down below 20 students per section. 

White observed that research shows that it is 
beneficial to start a School Choice student as early as 
possible so that there is a continuity of curriculum as they 
move through the district. Based on Mattapoisett's School 
Choice policy, siblings of current School Choice students 
would be given priority for open slots. 

School Principal Rosemary Bowman said the 
greatest concern of parents who inquired about School 
Choice was that their child would need to enter the 
lottery transitioning from 6 th grade to junior high school. 
The committee agreed that providing slots in the earliest 
grade possible was best for the student, and Bowman 
recommended kindergarten and second grade for the 
slots. 

Patrick Spencer, the school business 
administrator, reminded the committee that the School 
Choice program is a lottery-based program, saying, "I'm 
not trying to persuade or dissuade. The student [filling 
the slot] could need services ... and it takes time to get the 
funding for that student above and beyond the tuition." 

Muse suggested that the committee continue the 
School Choice program and increase the available slots 
from three to four. Committee member Patrick LeClair 
proposed a slot in kindergarten and a slot in second 
grade, where there is the smallest cohort of students. 
White clarified that there could be two kindergarten 
school choice slots filled, or one second grade slot and one 
kindergarten slot filled, but in any case, not more than one 
second grade slot would be filled. 

The vote to continue School Choice and to expand 
the program was unanimous. 

In other important business, the committee 
held a FY 2019 budget public hearing. White and other 
staff went through the budget, $6,994,224, which is an 
increase of 1.1 percent. Flighlights of the budget were 
the reduction of two teaching positions due to reduced 
student enrollment, the out-sourcing of the custodial 
services, and the shifting of the school nursing staff to 
provide a full-time nurse at each school. The committee 
voted unanimously to approve the budget as presented. 

Westgate reported that she met with members 
of the School Department to discuss school safety and 
said, "I feel confident the [school district] is doing what's 
needed to keep our kids safe." New security vestibules 
and new technology have been installed at both Center 
and Old Hammondtown schools for added school 
security. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee is scheduled for May 21 at 6:30 pm at Center

Old Rochester girls' lacrosse has wasted no time 
establishing its dominance. The Bulldogs improved to 5-0 
(3-0 South Coast Conference) on the season after blowing 
past Mansfield 13-9 on Monday, with Madison Cooney 
scoring six goals as she continues to lead this offense.

Russian Doll . Starring Melanie Brockmann 
Gaffney and Marem Hassler. Directed by Ed 
Gaffney. Running time: 82 minutes. No MPAA 
rating, but equivalent of an R. Now on streaming 
services. 

It's probably none of my business, but I have 
to ask anyway: How must it feel to be a first-time 
movie actor — a personal trainer by trade — doing 
a nude same-sex love scene in a movie produced 
by your mom and brother and directed by your 
father? Melanie Brockmann Gaffney might be in 
a position to tell us. She stars in the somewhat 
gimmicky whodunit Russian Doll , co-produced by 
her mother Suzanne Brockmann (yes, the romantic- 
thriller novelist) and brother Jason T. Gaffney (an 
openly gay actor who also appears in the movie), 
and written and directed by paterfamilias Ed Gaffney. 
Come to think of it, how does it feel to be a guy 
directing your daughter in a nude make-out scene, 
or, for that matter, directing your son as he enacts 
sadism and torture? 

This all makes Russian Doll sound more 
juicy than it is, I fear. It's a decent if heavy-handed 
affair, motivated, we understand, by the Brockmann 
Gaffneys' desire to make female-centered LGBT- 
friendly movies. A noble goal, and surely the title 
itself indicates a person stashing his or her secret self 
inside the shell of a false self. None of which seems 
to have much to do with the heroine Brockmann 
Gaffney is playing — Viola Ames, a detective on the 
case of a kidnapping and possible planned murder 
connected to a play about... people hiding their real 
selves. The would-be murderer is doing the same 
thing, of course. The plot allows for one of those 
grand metaphors that must be satisfying to a fiction 
writer, but the rest of us might be less enamored of 
it. 

The movie was filmed in Framingham 
and Concord for about twelve cents — enough 
to afford an established actor, anyway, Buffy the 
Vampire Slayer's Kristine Sutherland. I feel like a jerk 
criticizing a microbudget film, but it has a major 
video distributor — Wolfe Video, which specializes 
in gay-themed entertainment — and, honestly, 
there are better options out there. Aside from ringer 



Sutherland, the acting is a bit rigid when it isn't 
hammy; the movie goes so far in establishing the 
play's writer/star as an unpleasant prima donna 
he may as well have "red herring" written across 
the front of his shirt. Gaffney at least knows what 
he's doing; the film is cleanly photographed and, 
actually, pleasingly edited, clipping scenes quickly 
and getting on with it. 

It's the story that feels hacky. And did I miss 
a meeting where it was decided that gay audiences 
would give a hetero male director the benefit of the 
doubt for nude lesbian love scenes that (A) move 
the story forward not one inch and (B) are all, so 
far as I can determine, taking place in the heroine's 
morose fantasies? The scenes are more sweet 
than raunchy, but are still pointlessly explicit. The 
matryoshka metaphor doesn't seem to apply to Viola, 
who's out to everyone; her trauma has nothing to 
do with hidden selves, but rather with her beloved 
wife, dead almost two years now. Viola's mother 
(Sutherland) sets her up with the amiable Faith 
(Marem Hassler), because everyone has decided for 
Viola that she's mourned enough and needs to get 
back into the romance game. This seems tacked onto 
the murder-mystery plot — or maybe the other way 
around. 

Russian Doll does — or attempts, anyway — 
what we want so many works of entertainment to 
do these days. Its heart is in the right place, I guess. 
Unfortunately a lot of truly great art has its heart in 
exactly the wrong place. It doesn't serve an agenda 
(however warmly one might agree with it). It doesn't 
create a gay female protagonist only to pretend her 
sexual identity has zero to do with anything she does 
(sadly just as we are light years away from a society 
that truly doesn't see color, so we are nowhere near a 
society whose homophobic structure does not brand 
itself on gay psyches in some way). And to return to 
my earlier question: I don't know how it feels to be a 
woman doing a nude scene for her director father, or 
to be a father directing his daughter in a nude scene. 

I do know how it feels to watch such a scene. Not 
good. 
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"Mattapoisett is Special." Let's keep it that way. 
We need to take action now to prevent commercial pot 
trade from moving into Mattapoisett. 

We should not legalize an industry that has 
commercialized a drug that is devastating to our kids, 
teens, and young adults. 

It doesn't matter until it matters, then it's too late 
to matter. 

Seniors can call the selectmen's office for a ride to 
and from town meeting. 

Opinions lead to facts, facts lead to reality. 

The reality is very plain and simple. We do not need 
recreational marijuana in the town of Mattapoisett. What 
we do need is for the registered voters of Mattapoisett to 
show up at town meeting to vote and support Article One. 
The character of Mattapoisett must be protected at all cost. 

We must spend some quality time on this issue 
before it's too late.

The Baywatchers program is the largest volunteer- 
based coastal monitoring effort in New England. Through the 
Baywatchers program, the Coalition monitors all of Buzzards 
Bay's major rivers, coves and harbors - an area covering more 
than one-quarter of the Massachusetts coast. The data collected 
through the Baywatchers program form the foundation of the 
Coalition's efforts to restore and protect Buzzards Bay.
